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HOMES THAT COME 
OH BACK OF LORRY

A BLACK Country compa¬ 
ny believes it has a solution 
to the housing crisis - facto¬ 
ry-built homes that roll off the 
production line. 

They come with fitted kitchens and 
bathrooms, ready to be plugged in 
when they reach the building site. 

Two factories in the region could now be 
turned over to full-time production of the 
homes, churning out 1,000 a year and creating 
up to 700 new jobs. 

Backed by the owners of the two factories - 
one in Cradley Heath and the other in Tyse- 
ley in Birmingham - Totally Modular, which 
is based in Cradley, aims to become the first 
privately-owned company in the West Midlands 
making ready-to-go homes. 

Completed units can be carried to building 
sites on the back of a loriy and craned into posi¬ 
tion, ready to have plumbing and other services 
connected and carpets laid and leaving them 
ready to move into just a week after arrival. 

Production 

Currently Totally Modular is geared up to 
make the homes at its base on the Cradley 
Business Park, where managing director John 
Connolly’s Kingfisher steel fabrication business 
is based. 

Mr Connolly said his partners at construction 
and fit-out company ALS, in Birmingham, are 
ready to convert their premises as part of plans 
to create a housebuilding business across both 
sites employing up to 900 people that could pro¬ 
duce up to 1,000 two-bedroom homes a year. 

The housing units are based on a steel frame, 
with insulation, lining and plasterboarding, 
flooring, pipes, electrics, bathrooms and kitch¬ 
ens all installed as part of the production pro¬ 
cess. 

They are produced as a ground-floor module 
with a fitted kitchen and lounge and a second 
unit with the bathroom and two bedrooms. The 
top floor is craned into position on top of the 
ground floor on the site and then fixed in place. 

A two-bedroomed home would retail for 
around £100,000, not including land costs, 
although Mr Connolly said that price would 
probably come down by 10 to 20 per cent as 
production ramped up. 

At the moment the company is awaiting the 
go-ahead from planners for a housing associ¬ 
ation site in the South West and two sites in 
Coventry. Mr Connolly said: “This isn’t the 
only silver bullet to solve the housing crisis, but 
it could be one of them.”

FINANCE 

Council tax is set 
for another rise 

COUNCIL tax could rise by as much as 4.5 
per cent in Dudley after the new Labour 
leadership said they were unlikely to scrap 
a planned increase. 

Council leader Pete Lowe stressed that 
the authority needs to raise more money 
to ensure frontline services were protected. 

It will be the second big rise as council 
tax was increased by 4.5 per cent earlier 
this year. Households have been warned to 
brace themselves for another increase next 
spring. It would mean around £50 extra for 
the average household. 

Councillor Lowe said decisions had not 
been finalised but admitted it was likely 
they would stick to the tax rise which had 
been planned by the Tory administration.

Calls to bring Games 
road race to region 

A CYCLING club chairman is 
urging council leaders to ensure 
the Black Country is the setting 
for events in the 2022 Common¬ 
wealth Games. 

Halesowen Athletic and Cycling 
Club boss David Viner has called on 
Wolverhampton Council’s Roger Law¬ 
rence and newly-appointed Dudley 
Council leader Pete Lowe to ensure 
that the Black Country plays a major 
role in the Birmingham-based inter¬ 
national gathering. 

Mr Viner said: “From the historical point 
of view, Wolverhampton would be a superb 
place to start the event. It was the birth 
place of road racing and the UK. Wolver¬ 
hampton and Dudley needs to be part of 
the games. 

“Using the Severn Valley GP circuit, 
from Wolverhampton to Birmingham, 
would make for the best circuit in the West 
Midlands. It has got all of the ingredients 
of a fantastic event.” 

Mr Viner’s call has been backed by the 
Halesowen club’s patron cycling legend 
Hugh Porter, who said there was ‘plenty 
of time’ left to secure the Black Country’s 
role in the event. 

Phenomenal 

Mr Porter said: “To have the Common¬ 
wealth Games in the area would be abso¬ 
lutely phenomenal.” 

Councillor Lawrence said: “In terms of 
the cycle race, this is an interesting idea, 
but plans are most likely already well-ad¬ 
vanced at this stage. I suspect it may be a 
bit late in the day. If requested, we would 
support the cycling initiative. There will 
certainly be other opportunities and we 
have formed a working group to look at 
how we can maximise those benefits. 

A Birmingham 2022 spokesperson said: 

“The route for the road race is the subject 
of discussion. Consideration also has to be 
given to ensuring the region’s transport 
networks can still function effectively when 
the races take place.”

“We had a service in our chapel. 
We had a nice loaf of Harvest bread 
that was baked and on the Sunday 
people gave thanks. 

“Our demonstrators were cook¬ 
ing a variety of Black Country reci¬ 
pes that people would have made.” 

Visitors uncovered the history of 
tradition harvest time celebrations 
in the region. 


Demonstrators stepped into 
their roles, describing wartime ra¬ 
tioning and the efforts to keep fam¬ 
ilies across the region fed. 

Mr Bird said more events were 
planned at the Tipton Road mu¬ 
seum, including Halloween events 
and Christmas festivities. 

He added: “We try and take peo¬ 
ple back in time and create that 
sense that they are literally step¬ 
ping back into the past.” 


Apartments 
planned at 
Stourbridge 
police station 

STOURBRIDGE police station looks 
set to be transformed into apartments 
just over a year after its controversial 
closure. 

The Victorian station on the town’s 
ring road shut its doors in June 2017 in 
a bid to save money. 

The site was sold in August and it has 
now been revealed Lovell Homes plans 
to convert the building into apartments. 

The development ‘Station House’ on 
New Road is being advertised on Lovell 
Homes’ website as a ‘exciting conversion 
of one and two-bedroom apartments at 
the former Stourbridge police station’. 

Wollaston and Stourbridge Town 
Councillor Alan Hop wood said: “It is ab¬ 
solutely a good plan to bring the former 
police station back into use. 

“Rather than have buildings go to 
waste, it is nice to see them being devel¬ 
oped into something more useful. 

“I cannot see anything wrong with 
new homes as the Dudley borough is 
desperate for affordable housing.” 

The station was closed last year as 
part of West Midlands Police’s plan to 
shut 28 stations in the region, saving a 
total of £8.6 million. 

The closures also included police sta¬ 
tions in Dudley town centre, Netherton, 
Kingswinford and Halesowen. 


scrapping pcc 
‘ could cost more' 

A PLANNED merger of the Police and 
Crime Commissioner’s office with the 
mayoralty could end up costing more 
money than it saves, claims the current 
commissioner. 

This year plans were revealed to scrap 
the office of the PCC, transferring its 
powers to the West Midlands Mayor. 

The proposals were first put forward 
by the Government as part of the West 
Midlands’ second devolution deal, and 
were due to be in place in time for the 
2020 mayoral elections. 

But David Jamieson, who has held 
the PCC role since 2014 and is set to 
retire in 2020, has warned the proposed 
merger could prove costly for taxpayers 
as he believes the mayor would choose a 
deputy to look after policing, creating a 
new role.

Men's hostel 
plan replaced 
by women's 
refuge bid 

CONTROVERSIAL plans for a 
65-bedroom hostel for men have been 
scrapped to make way for a new wom¬ 
en and children’s refuge. 

Bosses at Expectations UK will 
now look to open the refuge in Bayer 
Street, Coseley, for pregnant women 
and mothers with dependent children. 

It replaces the charity’s original 
plans for a rehabilitation hostel for 
men over the age of 25, which faced 
opposition from Coseley residents and 
West Midlands Police. 

More than 100 people attended a 
heated public meeting in August to 
air their concerns about the original 
plans, particularly the type of resident 
it would cater for. 

In an email to Coseley councillors, 
residents and police, Expectations UK 
trustee Marc Blanchette revealed the 
organisation has taken concerns into 
account and altered the plans. 

Mr Blanchette said: “As a result of 
a community consultation and oppo¬ 
sition from other interested parties, 
Expectations management and trus¬ 
tees has respectfully taken into con¬ 
sideration the objections raised and 
reviewed our initial plans for the use 
of the premises, and amended our pro¬ 
posal. 

“New Bridge House will now pro¬ 
vide specialist supported accommoda¬ 
tion for homeless families. We will no 
longer be proposing accommodating 
men.” 

Pods part of £20m 
transport scheme 

KINGSWINFORD’S Westfield Tech¬ 
nology has welcomed news that the 
West Midlands is to receive £20 mil¬ 
lion to create the first Future Mobility 
Area. 

It will see major investment in 
new modes of transport, services and 
technologies. The scheme, which will 
involve autonomous pods built by 
Westfield in Kingswinford, was an¬ 
nounced at the Conservative party’s 
conference in Birmingham. The in¬ 
vestment was announced by the West 
Midlands Mayor, Andy Street. 

Westfield Technology chief exec¬ 
utive Julian Turner said: “We look 
forward to playing our part in helping 
to reduce congestion, improve safety 
on the roads and employing more peo¬ 
ple.” 


Homes for garages 

SIX family homes could be built on 
the site of former residential garages 
in Dudley. 

Dudley Council has submitted an 
application to demolish the garages in 
Uplands Road. 


Merry Hill owner faces possible takeover

THE shopping centre group that 
owns Merry Hill is facing another 
possible takeover bid just months af¬ 
ter a previous £3.4 billion merger deal 
collapsed. 

A consortium including the Peel 
Group is considering a potential cash 
offer for Intu, the owner of 18 centres 
across the UK including Merry Hill, 
the Trafford and Arndale Centres in 
Manchester and Metrocentre in Gate¬ 
shead. 

The executive chairman of the Peel 
Group is its billionaire owner, John 
Whittaker, who is also deputy chair¬ 


man at Intu. His Peel Group already 
owns around 26 per cent of Intu’s 
shares. News of the possible bid sent 
Intu’s shares soaring last week, up 30 
per cent on Friday. 

Intu was the subject of a takeover 
bid by rival Hammerson earlier this 
year in a deal set to create Britain’s 
biggest property company, with £21bn 
worth of assets across Europe. 

The £3.4bn deal was officially called 
off in late April after Hammerson - 
owner of Birmingham’s Bullring and 
Grand Central - withdrew a recom¬ 
mendation for shareholders to vote 


through the acquisition. At the same 
time Intu’s share price has slumped 
by 40 per cent this year, making it a 
tempting takeover proposition 

In an announcement after the close 
of trading on Thursday, Peel Group 
confirmed it had formed a consor¬ 
tium along with Saudi conglomerate 
Olayan Group and Canadian asset 
management company Brookfield. A 
statement said: “The consortium’s 
consideration of the possible offer is at 
a preliminary and exploratory stage.” 

The consortium has until Novem¬ 
ber 1 to make a firm offer. 


Mother's plea after fan 
is kicked unconscious 


A 15-year-old boy was knocked un¬ 
conscious when he was attacked by a 
gang of yobs as he walked home from 
a Black Country football match. 

Yeltz fan Ben Neale was kicked in the head dur¬ 
ing the attack and his mother is now appealing for 
any information to help police track down those 
responsible. 

Ben was on his way to catch the bus back to 
Halesowen after the Stourbridge versus Halesowen 
Town game on August 28 when he and his friends 
were confronted in a Stourbridge underpass. 

The family believe Ben was attacked by up to 20 
thugs and they are now appealing for information 
to catch the yobs who beat him up. 

His mother, Carol Parsons, said: “A group of 
thugs went for Ben’s friends. They ran off but 
managed to get hold of Ben and they knocked him 
unconscious with kicks and punches. 

“It’s disgusting, there’s no way you think this 
would happen to your son. 

“The problem is there are no cameras down 
there and we need information on what happened. 

Carried 

“The only thing he remembers after the at¬ 
tack began was being carried to the bus station 
and being put on a bus by someone he knew from 
school. If this boy hadn’t have got him home to me 
I don’t know what would have happened. 

“This was the second Halesowen game Ben had 
been to and now he never wants to go back. I won’t 
let him go either.” 

The Windsor High School student, who is the 
fifth youngest of six children, was taken to Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital in Dudley where he was treated 
for his injuries. 

Ben’s mother was also critical of the police, say¬ 
ing: “The police haven’t come out once to see us, 
it’s all been over the phone and we still haven’t got 
anywhere. 

“The police have told me now that they have 
some footage but they need to figure out what 
street it is on. I’ve been told to look around Stour¬ 
bridge and see if I can figure out what street it is, 
but surely that’s the police’s job?” 

A spokesman for West Midlands Police said: 
“The investigation is on-going and we are currently 
following up leads.”

500 more officers needed to tackle crime 


WEST Midlands Police needs 
500 extra officers as part of an 
£85 million package required to 
tackle the region’s crimewave, 
says Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner David Jamieson. 

He has asked the Government 
for a funding boost of £42.2m a 
year to bolster the ranks, detec¬ 


tives and neighbourhood teams 
a priority. In a joint letter to 
Home Secretary Sajid Javid, Mr 
Jamieson and Labour MP Liam 
Byrne said they want to see the 
force’s number of officers back to 
at least 7,000 by 2020 - a figure 
which is still well below 2010 
levels. 


The force currently has around 
6,500 officers - around 2,000 
less than it did eight years ago - 
while violent crime has increased 
by 60 per cent over the last three 
years. Labour PCC Mr Jamieson 
said: “West Midlands Police has 
been hit harder than almost any 
other force in the country.”

How Dudley's Duncan 
became a football legend 


THE first time Sir Bobby 
Charlton saw Duncan Ed¬ 
wards play he knew he would 
never be as good as him. 

“If you look at most football 
players they’re good at certain 
things: in the air, with their left 
or right foot, they read the game 
well, or have pace. But Duncan 
had it all. 

So says the World Cup winner in his 
foreword for a book honouring his for¬ 
mer team mate and friend. 

Dudley-born Duncan, who made 177 
appearances for Manchester United, 
scoring 21 goals - as well as 18 caps 
for England - was tipped for greatness 
before his life was cut short following 
the Munich air disaster, aged just 21. 

The book, Black Country Boy to 
Red Devil, was published last Monday, 
which would have been Edwards’ 82nd 
birthday, and is part of commemora¬ 
tions marking the 60th anniversary of 
his death.

MEMORY LANE

McCartney, it follows his footballing 
career from the early days to his glory 
days. Duncan was born on October 1, 
1936, at 23 Malvern Crescent, Holly 
Hall, and would later move to 31 Elm 
Road on Dudley’s Priory Estate. Both 
his father and grandfather were keen 
amateur players. Described as ‘a big 
lad, strong beyond his years’, Dun¬ 
can played in the Priory Road Junior 
School team crowned league champi¬ 
ons in the 1947/48 season. 

After moving to Wolverhampton 
Street Secondary School, Duncan 
progressed through the schoolboy 
ranks with Dudley Schools, Worcester 
County and Birmingham & District. 
In 1950, he was recommended for an 
England under-14s trial against Ire¬ 
land. Then, at the age of 13, he walked 
out at Wembley on April 7, 1950, to 
win his first ‘cap’ for England School¬ 
boys against Wales Schoolboys. 


He was catching the eye of scouts 
with Wolves, West Bromwich Albion, 
Birmingham City, Aston Villa and 
Bolton Wanderers all showing an in¬ 
terested in signing the youngster. But 
Duncan was set on Manchester United 
where manager Matt Busby was look¬ 
ing for promising young players to re¬ 
build his team. They became known as 
the Busby Babes. 

After a record-breaking England 
Schoolboys ninth cap, Duncan became 
a Manchester United player on June 
2, 1952. After signing his professional 
contract, the 1953/54 season saw him 
fitting into the United first team with 
ease, continuing during his two years 
National Service when he helped his 
side win two consecutive First Divi¬ 
sion Championships. After playing for 
England Under-23s, he made his first 
team debut in 1955 in a 7-2 win over 
Scotland at Wembley.

Order to halt 
nature area 
bike menace 

AN order to protect Dudley’s nature 
reserves from being ruined has been 
praised by an ME 

Dudley South MP Mike Wood 
voiced his support for the enacting 
of a Public Space Protection Order 
(PSPO), which came into force last 
Saturday. 

Mr Wood organised a petition call¬ 
ing on the council to take out a PSPO 
after complaints from residents living 
near Fens Pool Nature Reserve about 
anti-social behaviour, including off- 
ride bikers ripping up the green area. 

More than 2,000 signed the Tory 
MP’s petition earlier this year, which 
Mr Wood presented to the House of 
Commons in February. 

Residents in Brockmoor and Pens- 
nett have been among those hardest 
hit by the illegal bike menace. 

The aim of the PSPO is to grant the 
police increased powers to seize these 
bikes and take further action to stop 
the anti-social behaviour. 

Mr Wood said: “It has been a long 
process, but I am very pleased that 
the necessary framework is in place. 

“These illegal bikes have been a 
nuisance and danger to some of my 
constituents for too long now, which 
is why I am very pleased that Dudley 
Council and the West Midlands Police 
have listened to my calls for action to 
be taken.”

Tears as burial site bid moves forward 


A HUGE new cemetery looks set to be 
built to provide ‘much-needed’ bur¬ 
ial space to the Black Country after 
councillors backed the project - de¬ 
spite an 800-name petition against it. 

Campaigners were left in tears as 
Sandwell Council’s planning commit¬ 
tee backed plans for a new cemetery 
in Rowley Regis. 

An 800-plus name petition had been 
submitted against the proposals for 
the burial site opposite Rowley Regis 
Crematorium, on green space next to 
Powke Lane Industrial Estate. 

The proposal will now go before a 
full council on October 16 for a final 
decision. 

Deborah Smith, 57, who lives near 
the site, walks her dogs on the site 
every day. She said: “I am disgusted 
by it. We got more than 800 signa¬ 
tures. If this goes ahead I am going to 
have to move house.” 

Concerns 

Concerns were also raised about the 
safety of Powke Lane, particularly due 
to the speed of traffic. 

Supporting campaigners, Council¬ 
lor Julie Webb said: “Over the past 
five years, there have been three fatal 
accidents on Powke Lane. I fear for 
the pedestrians coming out of the cre¬ 
matorium. It really is a fast road.” 

Campaigner, Calvina Hayes, said: 
“I am disappointed, but it has still got 
to be approved by the full council so 
we are not giving up.”

A DISABLED pensioner called police after finding a blood¬ 
stained sword in the garden of his Dudley home but says 
they were too busy to collect the deadly weapon. 

Widower Stuart Ingram, 85, called 999 after finding the 2ft blade 
hidden under a hedge in his front garden. But the great-grandfather 
claims the police call handler put the phone down on him. 

The pensioner said he was shocked by the response and criticised West Mid¬ 


lands Police, who he says told him to 
hand the sword in himself. 

The force has apologised to Mr In¬ 
gram and said it was unable to send of¬ 
ficers on the day due to ‘high demand’. 

Shocked 

The retired foundry boss said: “I 
was shocked. I picked it up carefully 
by the blade so as not to get my finger¬ 
prints on the handle. I could see blood 
caked on the bladed edge and my first 
thought was it could have been used to 
stab someone. 

“I thought this might help solve 
a crime or at least take a dangerous 
weapon out of circulation, so I dialled 
999 and asked to speak to police. This 
chap came on the phone. I don’t know 
if he was a policeman. 

“I said ‘my problem is I’ve just 
found a 2ft knife in my hedge. Can 
you get a policeman to come pick it 
up? He said ‘no, we can’t do that, we 
are far too busy’. I was just about to 
tell him my address when he just put 
the phone down. 

West Midlands Police apologised 
for Mr Ingram’s experience and said 
they would collect the weapon, adding: 
“Due to the high call demand we were 
unable to allocate police officers to 
attend and collect the weapon on the 
day. We accept that the caller’s expe¬ 
rience was unacceptable.” 


Site invaded 
by travellers 
all over again 

TRAVELLERS returned to Nether- 
ton last week, weeks after a group 
were moved on from the same open 
site. Some 12 caravans were spotted 
on the site off Lister Road on Friday. 

A camp was moved from the same 
spot in August after Dudley Council 
secured an injunction. Councillor 
Elaine Taylor, who represents Neth- 
erton, Woodside and St Andrew’s 
Ward, said: “We have had travellers 
all through the summer, especially in 
my ward, because we have open space 
that can be accessed easily.” 

Plans to convert council-owned 
land into a travellers’ transit site in 
Budden Road received permission in 
May but is being reviewed by Dudley 
Council’s new Labour administration. 

Regeneration boss Councillor Ki- 
eran Casey said the Budden Road 
plans had been put on hold, adding: 
“The council wants to make sure we 
have looked at all the sites available.”

AS cliches go, it ticks most of the boxes. 
Millionaire’s son from Fulham goes to live 
in council house with single mother on 
benefits. 

The television series Rich Kids Go 
Skint is back, and this time obscenely 
rich Patrick Cathead spends three days 
living with unemployed Katrina in Salford. 
He is quick to reveal he has never heard 
of Salford, and describes his surround¬ 
ings in the way you might expect a war 
correspondent to podray the sights on 
the battlefield. 

It’s a great hoot: Patrick has a 10 grand 
Rolex, Katrina has a £3 watch. Katrina 
spends £30 a week on food, to which 
Patrick observes ‘that’s a carpaccio start¬ 
er’. We all know the message, and it’s 
hardly subtle: a nation divided between 
the haves and have-nots; the ridiculously 
privileged and those leading a hand-to- 
mouth existence. 

But look at this from another angle. 
Patrick’s watch may be more expensive 
than Katrina’s, but they both tell the time. 
Patrick might blow a fortune in fancy res¬ 
taurants while Katrina lives off chicken 
kievs, but they both have food. 

If they really wanted to highlight the 
gap between the rich and the poor, may¬ 
be the producers should have been a bit 
braver. Such as sending Katrina to spend 
three days with the destitute in one of 
the world’s poorest countries. Or maybe 
living with those affected by the Indone¬ 
sian earthquake. It probably wouldn’t be 
as much fun as laughing at rich toffs like 
Patrick, and maybe it wouldn’t give us 
that feelgood sense of indignation and 
entitlement. But a few days swatting off 
mosquitoes at the standpipe, or waiting 
for the aid truck to deliver food rations 
would perhaps make people realise that 
Britain really isn’t so bad after all.

THERE was outrage at the University of Brighton 
where something called The Sex Workers’ Out¬ 
reach Project set up a stall at an event for new 
students, offering information and condoms.

IT is almost 30 years since writers Ben Elton 
and Richard Curtis turned the final moments 
of Blackadder Goes Forth (BBC1) from cyni¬ 
cal comedy to pure pathos. Unexpectedly, the 
four main characters went over the top from 
their trench, to be wiped out by machine-gun 
fire. The screen turned into a field of Flanders 
poppies. That moment left millions of viewers 
astonished and deeply moved. Comedy is not 
supposed to behave like this. And then this 
week on Upstart Crow (BBC2) Ben Elton did 
it again. The clever silliness of William Shake¬ 
speare’s private life suddenly turned to real his¬ 
tory. Will (David Mitchell) arrives home in August 
1596 to find his beloved only son, 11-year-old 
Hamnet, has died of the plague. The laughter 
stops. As long as people talk about television, 
those few poignant moments will be remem¬ 
bered. A total masterpiece. 

COUNTRYFILE (BBC1) introduced us to an 
11 -year-old boy dying of a form of premature 
Alzheimer’s disease. He is already losing mem¬ 
ories and will soon go blind and be fed through 
a tube. On the day this nightmare was revealed, 
it was announced that the Archbishop of York, 
John Sentamu, will retire in June 2020. This 
gives his successor two years to dream up a 
plausible explanation of why a loving God al¬ 
lows little children to suffer like this.

PETER RHODES 


AN Italian scientist, Professor Alessandro 
Strumia, has been suspended by the Europe¬ 
an Organisation for Nuclear Research, after he 
gave a presentation using a slide which said: 
“Physics was invented and built by men”. These 
words have been denounced as “highly offen¬ 
sive” We are told that the scientific community 
is “in shock.” Outrage is clearly the order of the 
day. And yet I have a suspicion that, if a female 
scientist had declared “Physics was invented 
and built by women,” she would have been 
praised for her brave, forthright and revolution¬ 
ary thinking and given a standing ovation. We 
live in strange times. 

LAMBETH Council stands accused of rac¬ 
ism towards some employees. In response,the 
council says it is starting “diversity awareness 
and unconscious bias training.” I wonder what 
happens if you fall asleep during the uncon¬ 
scious bias lesson. 

UNLESS you have experienced an earth¬ 
quake (and I haven’t) you can’t begin to under¬ 
stand the terror it creates. Even if you escape 
unharmed you can be traumatised for life by 
so-called infrasound, the low-frequency sounds 
generated by a tremor which are perfectly 
pitched to cause feelings of awe, fear and panic 
in humans. In the case of the Indonesian tsu¬ 
nami and earthquake, Mother Nature unleashed 
another of her horrors - liquefaction. This is the 
combination of soil type and rapid vibration that 


turns solid ground into liquid beneath your feet. 
Buildings, vehicles, roads and people simply 
sink into the earth. All your worst nightmares 
come true at the same moment and no TV or ra¬ 
dio dispatch can capture what the local people 
have suffered. As the appeals for cash begin, 
give what you wish but give thanks you don’t 
live in an earthquake zone. 

SOON after the Boxing Day Tsunami of 2004 I 
was sent to a small island in the Maldives which 
for a few terrible moments had vanished under 
the ocean. Although the villagers could explain 
what they had seen, they could barely believe 
it themselves. A woman showed me the tide 
mark left by the tsunami in the room where she 
had been sitting. The water came in, rose al¬ 
most to the ceiling and then sank away in a few 
seconds. When the tsunami had passed, three 
children of the village were drowned, some 
houses were wrecked and the village wells, 
used for hundreds of years, were ruined by salt 
water. There was nothing we hacks could do 
except tell the world what had happened. But 
I do recall a sense of pride at seeing people 
rehomed in sturdy white tents bearing the UN 
logo. Those tents seemed to say that, even on 
this tiny speck of land in the middle of nowhere, 
the world cared.

WE live in an era of reliable, instant com¬ 
munication. Or do we? Despite being 
able to exchange news, views and ide¬ 
as in a matter of seconds, there are still 
pockets of resistance to the idea of actu¬ 
ally responding to that beep or vibration 
which signals that someone is trying to 
get in touch. 

A perfect example was an inquiry I 
made to a music venue recently regard¬ 
ing the time the act was on stage. 

The timing was important as the plan 
was to watch the band either before or 
after a meal at a nearby restaurant. 

So, thinking that three days would give 
the venue enough time to reply, I went 
to their website and in the box inviting 
inquiries and/or comments asked what 
time the entertainment began. 

Then I waited, and waited and waited. 
Still no reply. On the morning of the con¬ 
cert, I went back to the website to get a 
phone number. Not wishing to be stung 
for the cost of a call or text to a mobile 
number, I opted for the landline. 

It rang out for some considerable time 
before a recorded message cut in and 
said my call couldn’t be connected and, 
no, I could not leave a message. 

Surely a text to the mobile number 
would bring a response? No way. 

There was only one thing for it. Turn up 
at the venue, in person, and take pot luck. 

It turned out the band was starting two 
hours after the advertised time but the 
website had not been updated. Further¬ 
more, no-one had been available to mon¬ 
itor any messages or answer the phone. 

In this case, everything turned out OK 
but so often there is no urgency in actually 
making contact, with some organisations 
seemingly happy to ignore the issue. 

Having endured a problem late at night 
on a multi-storey car park, I emailed the 
operator and explained in detail how dis¬ 
tressing the episode was. A few days lat¬ 
er, I got a reply saying my complaint was 
being investigated. That was in July. I still 
haven’t heard anything. 

Some organisations are prompt in re¬ 
plying, even if they merely send out an ac¬ 
knowledgment that it has been received, 
although the automated ‘Do not reply to 
this email’ messages are infuriating. 

On the whole though, the policy seems 
to keep everyone in the dark and hope 
they give up trying, unless to ignore an 
email or call would cost money or lead to 
adverse publicity. 

My message to these people is, the 
technology is there to make our lives eas¬ 
ier, so don’t be surprised if and when you 
suffer a backlash. We’re trying to commu¬ 
nicate. Why aren’t you?

CASHLESS donations have arrived 
at churches across the Black Coun¬ 
try as the traditional collection plate 
at Sunday services looks set to be re¬ 
placed by a contactless card machine. 

The move is designed to avoid the

- and to reverse the first Church of 
England’s falling cash donations. 
Church chiefs reckon collections 
have been affected because fewer peo¬ 
ple carry cash on them. 

The Lichfield Diocese recently 
launched trials of the digital devises 
with churches either setting up termi¬ 
nals at the back of buildings or pass¬ 
ing them around the pews. 

Eighteen parishes taking part in 
the trial have reported promising 
early results. 

Easier 

Rev Jim Trood, Rector at St Mat¬ 
thews Church in Walsall, one of the 
parishes taking part, said: “One of 
the older members at our church said 
he thought it was great, commenting 
it was so much easier than having to 
find the right money to put on the col¬ 
lection plate.” 

As well as service collections, termi¬ 
nals are also being used for donations 
at weddings, baptisms and funerals. 

Payments of up to £20 can be made 
via debit card or Apple and Android 
pay for mobiles. 

Jess Dace, deputy finance director 
of the Lichfield Diocese, said: “Con¬ 
tactless is all around us, why not in 
our churches. 

“It’s a great way for parishes to give 
people another option when donating 
and help ease administrative burdens. 

“We hope this will not only raise 
much-needed funds but also encour¬ 
age people to give more freely.”

A MAN caused more than £8,000 damage at Stourbridge Junc¬ 
tion railway station to steal a total of just £221 in cash. 

Mark Hardy went on wrecking sprees during a series of late-night visits to the 
station, Mr Phillip Beardwell, prosecuting, told Wolverhampton Crown Court. 

The spate of offending included a burglary and two thefts over 13 days in Sep¬ 
tember last year - with most of the attacks, which mostly took place after mid¬ 
night, being caught on CCTV cameras. 


The 38-year-old caused £1,205 worth of 
ing the cash box, which held £81. 

Days later he smashed a vending ma¬ 
chine to steal its cash box and commit¬ 
ted a similar crime four days later. The 
total repair bill from those two offences 
was £7,000, while he got away with £140 
cash. 

Fingerprints 

Hardy, who had 41 previous convic¬ 
tions involving 106 offences, left the 
cash boxes at the scene after taking the 
money. His fingerprints were found on 
them. 

The offences were not included when 
similar crimes committed around the 
same time saw him receiving a two-year 
sentence on December 6. 

He was given an early release in June 
this year and had been engaging well 
with the Probation Service, said Mr 
David Swinnerton, defending.” 

Hardy, of Station Road, Stechford, ad¬ 
mitted the two thefts and a burglary and 
was given a 12-month community order 
with rehabilitation courses. 

Judge Simon Ward said: “This was 
part of a series of similar offences com¬ 
mitted around the same time for which 
you received a prison sentence, which 
has been served and you are now on the 
road to rehabilitation. 

“It would not be in the interests of jus¬ 
tice to send you back to prison.”

Virtual crime scene tool 
to beat the burglars

Factory demolition passed 


POLICE have launched a vir¬ 
tual reality challenge aimed 
at providing home security 
tips to defy burglars. 

The online walkthrough has 
been put together by West Mid¬ 
lands Police and former criminal 
Michael Fraser. 

Users take on the role of a detective 
called to the scene of a fictional bur¬ 
glary at 27 Station Road. 

Once at the property they can ex¬ 
plore and uncover clues about how 
the thief broke in and what they could 
have done better to keep him out - 
such as locking interlocking doors and 
hiding valuables out of sight. 

Michael, who also appeared on the 
BBC’s Beat The Burglar series, was re¬ 
cruited to help so the challenge could 
be as realistic as possible. 

Advantage 

He said: “27 Station Road is West 
Midlands Police’s first ever interactive 
crime scene and it could quite easily be 
your home. Burglars are opportunistic 
thieves, they’re looking for a weakness 
in your home security and they will 
take advantage.” 

The immersive experience is filmed 
in 360 degrees and can be viewed on 
virtual reality devices and the police’s 
website. The interactive VR house has 
been launched as the force anticipates 
a seasonal rise in burglary driven by 
the return of winter and darker nights. 

The force’s Design Out Crime man¬ 
ager, Mark Silvester, said: “27 Station 
Road brings crime prevention advice 
to life. Using lighting, tested locks, cer¬ 
tified windows and doors and install¬ 
ing a burglar alarm are all methods 
which, when used in combination, will 
help deter burglars.”

A BUILDING that was part of the old¬ 
est chainmakers in the Black Country 
is to be bulldozed after plans for demo¬ 
lition were given the green light. 

The old Bradney Chains site on 
Quarry Road, Dudley Wood, will be 
flattened under plans to put homes on. 
The firm was snapped up by William 
Hackett Chains in 2013. 

The company has been a fixture of 
the Black Country’s industrial herit¬ 
age for decades but the building will 
now finally be pulled down. Initial 


plans for 24 homes on the historic site, 
lodged by Harker Homes, have already 
been approved by councillors. 

Now an application to demolish the 
factory has also been passed, finally 
paving the way for building to start. 
Planners at Dudley Council raised no 
objection to the request for demolition. 

Concerns had been raised among 
local residents about the potential 
impact on wildlife but ward councillor 
Chris Barnett said the developer had 
worked to address their concerns.

It's a way of life, says David

Addict stole 
from friend 
and family 
to buy drugs 


A DRUG addict who stole TV sets from his 
family and a friend to fund his cocaine habit 
has been jailed for nearly a year. 

Kevin Cuttell, aged 31, of Hulland Place, Brierley 
Hill, admitted two charges of theft from his parents 
and a close friend, in exchange for £120 worth of 
cocaine. 

Cutell waq also just weeks into an order under a sus¬ 


pended sentence for can¬ 
nabis production, a breach 
which he admitted. 

At Shrewsbury Crown 
Court Judge Peter Barrie 
sentenced Cuttell to 10 
months in prison, describ¬ 
ing the incidents as ‘nasty 
thefts’. 

Katie Fox, prosecuting, 
said in September 2017, 
Cuttell’s parents were on 
holiday and he was staying 
at their home in Leegomery, 
Telford. 

His sister soon became 
concerned because he had 
sold his TV, and then no¬ 
ticed a TV set worth £200 
had been removed from his 
parents’ home. 

Texted 

He then texted his mother 
saying: “I am so sorry for 
what I have done. I can’t 
believe I have done it again. 

“I’ve ruined everything. 
Drink and drugs made me 
do it.” 

His friend, Andrew Bag- 
nell, gave Cuttell keys to go 
to his house but he was later 
seen by a neighbour carry¬ 
ing away a TV worth £400 
from the property. 

Again, Cuttell sent a text,

telling his friend he was 
sorry for what he had done. 

When interviewed, he said 
he had taken the TVs to buy 
cocaine. 

Police later discovered 
Cuttell had taken the sets 
to his dealer’s address, 
where they had each been 
exchanged £60 worth of co¬ 
caine 

Kevin Jones, defending, 
said his client, who had 
entered early guilty pleas, 
had been drug free for three 
months. 

Letters were handed to 
the judge in mitigation, one 
from Cuttell’s partner. 

Mr Jones told the court 
that Cuttell’s mother had 
been reimbursed for the sto¬ 
len TV. 

The court further heard 
that, at the time of the of¬ 
fences, Cuttell had stopped 
complying with his sus¬ 
pended sentence require¬ 
ments. 

Judge Barrie told Cuttell 
that had he faced up to his 
problems in the first place, 
the prison sentence may 
have been avoided.

Matt Thomas, said: “Honestly, we 
really want to thank you, our entire 
family. You’ve been so supportive of 
Dan’s journey. We know how much it’s 
helped. Words can’t express how we all 
feel right now but I hope that we can 
continue our journey with you.” 

Dan was diagnosed in 2015. Orig¬ 
inally told he had shingles, he was 
eventually given a diagnosis of sarco¬ 
matoid carcinoma. Medics told him 
there were only 16 recorded cases. 

More than 30 tumours were re¬ 
moved from all around his body. He 
chronicled his treatments, hopes and 
dreams but in a post in April, cap¬ 
tioned ‘Cancer has won, game over’ he 
revealed the disease had spread too far 
for further surgery. It received more 
than two million views. 


Forced to give up his job through 
illness, he started a GoFundMe page 
to raise money partly for treatment 
and for travel, so he could visit other 
cancer patients and give them encour¬ 
agement. He raised more than £10,000 
before his terminal diagnosis. He con¬ 
tinued his blogs with his videos getting 
views in the hundreds of thousands. 

He married his partner Becca 
Thomas weeks before he died. 


Over the past two weeks, the soft¬ 
ware developer told viewers he had 
become too sick for chemotherapy and 
was in a hospice. 

In his final vlog he said: “There’s 
things I want to do that I’ll never be 
able to do.” 

In his last video before he died, he 
said: ‘See you later, ta-ta, bye bye’. 

His funeral was held Weston-Su- 
per-Mare on October 8.

Star Jorja to shine at sold 
out homecoming concert 


Jorja Smith has enjoyed a 
remarkable rise to fame after 
the release of her debut album 
Lost and Found. 

The Walsall R&B singer is on the 
road with a sell-out UK tour, which 
reaches Birmingham’s 02 Academy 
on Saturday. 

Jorja started singing when she 
was eight and began writing songs at 
the age of 11, amassing many as yet 
unreleased songs that skew from pop 
to modern soul. 

Her family settled in the area 
after Jorja’s mother forged a career 
as a jewellery maker, after living in 
London, and her Jamaica-born father 
led a neo-soul vocal group called 2nd 
Naicha. Jorja was raised on a diet of 
reggae, rock, and soul, which she 


countered with her own love of house 
and dubstep. 

Her dad, she said, realised she had 
a talent when he heard her sing Silent 
Night in church. 

Jorja moved to London where she 
wrote more songs and supported 
herself by working at Starbucks. Her 
breakthrough came in January 2016, 
self-released her debut single, Blue 
Lights, which was a hit on local radio 
in London. She was discovered by 
Drake who asked her to duet on Get 
It Together. Jorja said no. “I couldn’t 
sing it because it didn’t relate to me,” 
she says. However, soon after, she 
and her then-boyfriend broke up and 
the song started to make more sense.

Jaguar XE sets lap record at 
forgotten Grand Prix circuit 


BMW lifts the lid on 
two new motorcycles 




Driver Vincent Radermecker set a production saloon lap record in the XE 300 SPORT

The Jaguar XE has followed the SV Project 8 
performance saloon onto the track by setting a unique 
lap record, this time around a long-forgotten Grand 
Prix circuit in France. 

The 8km Circuit de Charade in Clermont Ferrand, which 
included public road sections, hosted the French Grand 
Prix in 1965,1969,1970 and 1972. It fell out of favour 
as loose volcanic rock and the lack of any real run-off 
areas took their toll on cars and drivers alike. The full, 
longer circuit was last used in 1988 so Jaguar returned 
to the historic track to mark the anniversary of its closure 
by completing the first flying lap of the circuit in three 
decades. 

After completing the fastest ever lap of the Nurburgring 
Nordschleife in a production saloon behind the wheel 
of the XE’s track-ready stablemate, the SV Project 
8, driver Vincent Radermecker attempted to set a 
production saloon lap record in the XE 300 SPORT. 

With a roundabout and two narrow gateways not used 
in the original circuit to contend with, Vincent lapped 
the demanding track in just 4 minutes 09 seconds at an 
average speed of 116km/h (72mph). 

Vincent Radermecker said: “I set the production saloon 
record at the Nurburgring in the XE SV Project 8 last year 
and this lap was every bit as demanding. The agility, 
dynamic handling and all-wheel drive traction of theXE 
300 SPORT came into its own on this challenging track. 
The longest straight is barely 600 metres, so I can see 
why drivers used to call this the French Nurburgring. It’s 
a privilege to drive this track and it’s really special to drive 
here with Jaguar.” 

The XE 300 SPORT is powered by a 300PS 2.0-litre 
Ingenium petrol engine and is capable of 0-100km/h 
in 5.7 seconds (0-60mph in 5.4 seconds). With 400Nm 
of torque, Vincent was able to make full use of the XE’s 
exceptional handling capabilities to exploit the smallest 
of opportunities throughout the twisty, undulating track, 
which snakes around the extinct volcano that sits in the 
centre of the original layout. 

Mike Cross, Jaguar Land Rover chief engineer, said: 
“The XE features a lightweight, stiff Aluminium-intensive 
Architecture and sophisticated integral-link rear 
suspension, making it the best driver’s car in its class. 
Following the XE SV Project 8’s record-setting lap at the 
Nurbugring, for the 300 SPORT to set a record on this fast, 
flowing and demanding circuit demonstrates that these 
are two cars with one DNA.” 

With its dynamic design and aluminium-intensive body 


construction, the XE provides the perfect basis for the 
enhanced performance of the SV Project 8. Taking the 
already agile and responsive handling of the standard car, 
the SV Project 8 takes things to the next level with a range 
of engineering enhancements.

“The vast majority of these are innocent, 
hard-working individuals who most likely 
have set out on a normal day to do the 
same sort of things they did last week, and 
the week before... yet they lose their lives 


in a collision. Along with the organisers 
of Project EDWARD, we believe that if 
every road user would commit to making 
small changes, then the road safety 
improvements will be huge and we really 
can achieve big reductions in the number 
of people who are killed or seriously 
injured. 

“So take a look at our safety tips, and 
please do your bit for Project EDWARD, 
not just this Wednesday, but all the time 
you are using the roads, so that we can 
work towards having Every Day Without A 
Road Death.” 

GEM’s five driver safety tips for Project 
EDWARD: 

• Always wear a seatbelt, even on the 
shortest journeys. And ensure everyone in 
the car with you wears a seatbelt. Wearing 
a seatbelt reduces the risk of death by 

45 per cent for drivers and front seat 
occupants, and reduces the risk of serious 
injury by 50 per cent. 

• Make a point of always knowing 
the speed limits, and sticking to them. 
Inappropriate speed accounts for nearly a 
quarter of collisions which result in death. 

• Get an eye test. Good eyesight is 
essential for safe driving, so if you haven’t 


had your eyes checked in the past 12 
months, make a point of booking a 
professional vision test. 

• Stay alert, throughout your journey. 
Banish dangerous distractions such as 
mobile phones, and ensure you take 


regular breaks on long journeys. 

• Spare a thought for others: be 
courteous and hold back if it might help 
another driver, a cyclist, pedestrian or 
other road user. And if your good turn isn’t 
acknowledged, don’t bear a grudge! 


BMW has unveiled its R1250 GS and R1250 RT 
motorcycles, showcasing the bikes’ uprated 
technology and engine advancements. 

Both bikes, which will replace the R1200, use the 
same 1254cc engine pushing out 134bhp. Flowever, 
the biggest reveal here is BMW’s new ShiftCam 
technology.

This 
introductory model kicks off sales of the new estate 
car across Europe. 

The First Edition is based on the range-topping GT 
trim, but adds unique styling touches and interior 
equipment. 

Available in two colours - Twilight Blue and 
Amazonite Grey-the First Edition also adds several 
exterior styling upgrades, including a gloss black grille 
surround and 19-inch diamond-cut alloy wheels with a 
two-tone finish. 

The interior has black headlining, blue mood lighting, 
aluminium detailing on the pedals and door sills plus a 
Zebrano wood finish for the boot floor, reminiscent of 
that in the Mercedes CLS Shooting Brake. 

There’s carbon effect trim for the dashboard and soft 
Nappa leather upholstery, available in either black or 
red. 

As befits a range-topping trim, the 508 SW First 
Edition is available exclusively with the two most 
powerful engines from the range. One petrol and 
one diesel engine are offered, with power outputs of 
222bhp and 178bhp respectively. 

Elsewhere, there’s all the tech you’ll find on the GT 
model, including several innovations not seen on 
a Peugeot model before. In addition to the 10-inch 
infotainment display, there’s inductive smartphone 
charging, a high-end FOCAL sound system and night 
vision tech. 

Peugeot has not announced pricing for the 508 SW 
First Edition, but expect a modest increase over the 
£37,014 starting price for the equivalent hatchback 
model. 


Potent new Audi SQ2 
is launched in Paris 



Hot, hot, hot - the new S model 


Audi revealed its latest high-performance ‘S’ model 
at the Paris Motor Show - the SQ2 compact SUV. 

Based on the stylish Q2, the SQ2 packs a 2.0-litre, 
four-cylinder turbocharged petrol engine under its 
bonnet. Shared with the Volkswagen Golf R, the engine 
produces an impressive 296bhp and 400Nm of torque 
- capable of pushing the little SQ2 from 0-60mph in 
just 4.6 seconds and on to an electronically limited top 
speed of 155mph. It’s mated to a seven-speed S tronic 
double-clutch gearbox and quattro all-wheel drive. 

The SQ2’s tweaks are not just limited to the engine, 
though. It also benefits from upgrades brakes on 
all four corners. Suspension has been lowered by 
20mm and there’s new torque vectoring, capable of 
straightening the car’s handling by braking individual 
wheels. 

There are some visual tweaks too besides the 
lowered suspension. Though the overall effect is very 
similar to the existing Q2 S Line, there’s a new eight-bar 
grille and sportier front and rear splitters. 

A range of 18- and 19-inch alloy wheels feature 
alongside 10 choices of exterior paint finish, and all 
cars gain LED lights front and rear. 

Inside, it’s the usual sporty touches of standard-fit 
sports seats, black and brushed aluminium trim and 
metal pedals and door sills. Audi’s excellent Virtual 
Cockpit doesn’t come as standard, though, with the 
12.3-inch digital dial pack relegated to the optional 
Technology Pack. 

Audi has not yet revealed pricing, but expect basic 
SQ2s to start from around £35,000.

Lexus has announced pricing and the model range for 
its new UX 250h compact SUV crossover in the UK. 

The all-new model will be launched in March next year 
in a line-up that adopts Lexus’s new, focused, three- 
grade structure. The choice will comprise UX, F Sport 
and Takumi models, with a complementary range of 
option packs designed to give customers the freedom to 
enhance their vehicle’s technology, audio, performance, 
safety and luxury specifications. 

On-the-road prices will start at £29,900 for the UX, with 
the F Sport at £33,900 and the top-of-the-range Takumi at 
£39,100. 

Both front and all-wheel drive versions of the UX 
250h will be available, the latter equipped with Lexus’s 
compact, lightweight and fuel-efficient E-Four system 
which provides electric motor drive to the rear axle, 
automatically providing extra grip in slippery conditions. 
All-wheel drive will be an option on the Takumi and on UX 
and F Sport models in combination with the Premium Plus 
or Takumi Pack. 

Striking 

The introduction of the UX 250h marks Lexus’s entry into 
the growing premium compact SUV crossover segment 
with a car that is rich in striking design, advanced 
technology features and luxurious quality. As the first 
model to be built on the Lexus Global Architecture - C 
platform, it also delivers strong dynamic performance 
and driver rewards, with a low centre of gravity, highly 
rigid body and suspension tuned for the ideal balance of 
responsiveness, stability and ride comfort. 

In the UK the new UX 250h will be offered exclusively 
with a self-charging 2.0-litre hybrid powertrain. The fourth 
generation of Lexus’s premium market-leading hybrid 
technology features a new, high-efficiency four-cylinder 
petrol engine that has been specifically engineered for the 
UX to secure excellent fuel economy, low emissions and a 
characteristically smooth, quiet and refined drive, coupled 
with the dynamic performance rewards of the new GA-C 
platform.

Netball bounces back 
as a popular game

WHEN the England netball team 
scooped gold at the Common¬ 
wealth Games beating host nation 
and favourites Australia earlier this 
year it was an historic turning point 
for the sport. 

It was a clear sign of a resurgence in the 
game which is attracting more and more 
players back to courts across the country 
every year. 

Close to home we have our own netball star. 
Cannock-born England netballer Beth Cob¬ 
den is a Commonwealth gold medallist. And 
now the 25-year-old wing defence has moved 
to Australia signing for Adelaide Thunder- 
birds having spent the last three seasons with 
Loughborough Lightning. 

It’s estimated that 1.4 million women and 
girls are playing during a typical week within 
the netball season - a 44 per cent increase on 
2016. Last year it became the second-highest 
funded sport in the UK, behind cycling, after 
it was awarded £16.9 million by Sport England 
for four years with an extra £3m earmarked for 
the national team. 

Underdog 

England Netball’s successful Back to Netball 
scheme, which provides women of all ages with 
a gentle re-introduction to the sport has proved 
a huge hit with more than 60,000 participants 
since it started since 2010. 

And to encourage older women back into the 
sport, walking netball, which is an adaptation 
of the original game in which players cannot 
run or jump, has been launched in recent years. 

For some people just the mere mention of the 
word netball will likely bring back memories 
of shivering on a school playground while you 
skulked on the wings, hoping to be substituted 
back onto the bench so you could gossip with 
your mates. 

But you might want to rethink everything 
you thought you knew about the sport - be¬ 
cause netball is actually the secret underdog 


of fitness, with tonnes of mental and physical 
benefits. There are many reasons why it might 
be time to give your short-lived career in goal 
attack another shot. 

Firstly it’s an excellent cardio workout be¬ 
cause of all that squatting, jumping and piv¬ 
oting harder than Ross from Friends in the 
infamous sofa episode. 

All netball positions require players to sprint 
around the 30-metre court to attack or defend, 
execute set plays, take throw-ins and generally 
keep the ball moving from end to end. 

A good game will involve gut-whittling 
bursts of sprinting, core strengthening twists 
and turns, smarting the opponent with high-in- 
tensity decoy runs and furious chest-to-chest 
passing. 

As well as being great for full-body toning, 
it’s an explosive cardiovascular workout for 
your heart. 

It’s also good for hand-eye co-ordination 
because once you’re in possession of the ball, 
you’re glued to the ground until you can pass 
it on to someone else. 


There are a few creative passes that each 
player can utilise to bamboozle the other team: 
a high pass shoots it over the opposing team’s 
heads, a chest pass throws it directly while 
a bounce pass allows a single bounce on the 
ground. 

Games involve plenty of throwing and catch¬ 
ing in quick succession, so players must have 
slick ball skills and flawless co-ordination to get 
the ball to an area where their team can shoot 
and score. 

But the unique benefit netball has over, say, 
hitting the treadmill for an hour a week, is that 
it’s a team sport - which means you’re much 
more likely to stick to your exercise plan when 
other people are relying on you to show up and 
play. 

As well as the increased motivation to get 
moving, netball has a friendly competition el¬ 
ement that makes an hour of game play fly by 
so much faster than a solo session at the gym. 

Research has found that getting outdoors, 
even in the UK’s constant drizzle, can work 
wonders for your mental health. 

Basics 

Finally, unlike basketball or rugby, netball 
is a non-contact sport, which means you won’t 
get bulldozed to the ground when the ball gets 
thrown your way. 

If you’re worried about injury, netball is a 
great way to get fit, lose weight and be social 
without the fear of scrapes, bruises and broken 
bones. 

So if that’s tempted you then the best place 
to start is the England Netball website - eng- 
landnetball.co.uk - where you will find details 
on its Back to Netball scheme, which runs ses¬ 
sions across the country, including in the Black 
Country, Staffordshire and Shropshire. 

These cover the basics of the game including 
passing, footwork and shooting. 

Sessions typically finish with a friendly game 
to put the skills you’ve learnt into practice. 

But if all else fails, there’s nothing to stop 
you from renting a court and starting up your 
own casual seven-a-side game.

Following victories against Caty De- 
haene and Ho Yee Ki, she avenged her 
defeat to Rebecca Kenna in Leeds with a 
dominant 4-0 victory against the world 
number three in the semi-finals. 

For the second time in 2018 it was not 
long-time rival Ng On Yee who would 
await her in the final, but instead Thai¬ 
land’s Nutcharut Wongharuthai who 
once again underlined her credentials as 
a star of the future. 

Following her progress through the 
group stages she stunned reigning world 
champion On Yee with a 3-1 success, be¬ 
fore adding the scalps of Emma Parker 
and home favourite and 12-time EBSA 
European champion Wendy Jans with a 
4-2 semi-final victory. 

In a cagey final however it was to be 
Evans who proved too strong, winning 
the final three frames from 1-1 to add 
another ranking title to her already un¬ 
rivalled CV. Victory also sees Evans sig¬ 
nificantly close the gap to Ng On Yee at 
the top of the world rankings.
